Germany, the note says, has agreed 


that conditions of an armistice should 
be left to the' military advisee and 
that the attual standard of pp\ver on 
both sides in the field should form 
the basis for arrangements. 


Orders have been despatched to sub- 


marine commanders, it is asserted, 
precluding the torpedoing of passen- 
ger ships. 


The note says Germany hopes the 


United States will approve of no de- 
mand which would be irreconcilable 
with the honor of the German peo- 
ple, and with opening the way -to a 
peace of justice. 


The text of the German note, as 


received by wireless, is as follows: 


In accepting the proposal for an 


evacuation of occupied territories the 
German government has started from 
the assumption that the procedure of 
this evacuation and of the conditions 
of an armistice should be left to the 
Judgment of the military advisers and 
that the actual standard of power on 
both sides in the field has to form 
the basis for arrangements safeguard- 
ing and guaranteeing this standard. 


"The German government suggests 


to the president that an opportunity 
should be brought about for fixing the 
details. It trusts that the president 
of the United States will approve of 
no demand which would be irrecon- 
cilable with the honor of the German 
people and with opening a way to a 
peace of justice. 


"The German government protests 


against the reproach of illegal and in- 
humane actions made against the Ger- 
man land and sen forces and dthereby 
against the German people. For the 
covering of a retreat destructions will 
always be necessary and they are car- 
ried out insofar as permitted by in- 
ternational law. 


"The German troops are under most 


strict instructions to spare private 
property and to exeruse care for the 
population to the best of their ability. 
Where trangressions occur in spite of 
those instructions the guilty are he- 
Ing punished. 


"The German government further 


denies that the German navy .in slnk- 
;ng ships has ever purposely destroy- 
ed lifeboats with their passengers. 
The

government 
proposes 


•with regard to all those charges that 
the facts be cleared up by neutral 
commissions. 


"In order to avoid anything that 


might hamper the work of peace, the 
German government has caused or- 
ders to be despatched to all submarine 
commanders precluding the torpedoing 
of passenger ships without, however, 
for technical reasons, being able to 
guarantee that these orders will reach 
every single submarine at sea before 
its return. 


"As 
a 
fundamental condition for 


peace the president prescribes tho de- 
struction 
of 
every arbitrary power 


that can separately, secretly and of 
ItSvOwn single choice disturb the peace 
of the world. 
To this the Gorman 


government replies: 


"Hitherto the representations of the 


people in the German empire has not 
beerTcndowed n-ith an influence on the 
formation of the government. 


"The constitution did not provide 


for a concurrence of representation of 
the people in decisions of peace r.nd 
war. These conditions have just now 
undergone a fundamental change. A 
new government has been formed in 
complete accordance with the wishes 
(principle?) of the representation of 
the people, based on equal, universal 
secret, direct franchise. 


"The leaders of the great parties of 


the reichstag are members of this 
government. In the future no govern- 
ment can take or continue in office 
without possessing the confidence of 
a majority of the reichstag. 


"The responsibility of the chancel- 


lor of the empire to the representa- 
tions of the people is being legally de- 
veloped and safeguarded. 
The first 


ffct of the new government has been 
to lay before the reichstag a bill to 
altctr the constitution of-the empire 
so that the consent of the represen- 
tation of the people is required for 
decisions on war and peace. 


"The permanence of the new sys- 


tem is. however, guaranteed not only 
by constitutional safeguards, but nls<' 
by the unshakable determination o' 
the German people whose vast mn 
Jority stands behind these

nnd demand their energetic oontim.

The text of the German reply to 
President Wilson's note was received

Germany, the note says, has agreed 
that conditions of an armistice should 
be left to the* military advisors and 
that the actual standard of power on 
both sides in the field should form 
the basis for arrangements. 
Orders have been despatched to sub­ 
marine commanders, It is asserted, 
precluding the torpedoing of passen­ 
ger ships. 
The note says Germahy hopes the 
United States will approve of no de­ 
mand which would be irreconcilable 
with the honor of the German peo­ 
ple, and with opening the way to a 
pence of justice. 
The text of the German note, as 
received by wireless, is as follows: 
“In accepting the proposal for an 
evacuation of occupied territories the 
German government has started from 
the assumption that the procedure of 
this evacuation and of the conditions 
of an armistice should be left to the 
Judgment of the military advisers and 
that the actual standard of power on 
both sides in the field has to form 
»the basis for arrangements safeguard­ 
ing and guaranteeing this standard. 
“The German government suggests 
to the president that an opportunity 
should be brought about for fixing the 
details. 
It trusts that the president 
of the United States will approve of 
no demand which would be Irrecon­ 
cilable with the honor of the German 
people and with opening a way to a 
peace of justice.

Some Cream Soups. 


"A cream soup is- sufficiently 
sus- 


taining for a large part of the meal. 
All cream soups have for a foundation 
the binding and milk which gives them 
their food value. 
A cupful of vege- 


table pulp to a pint of milk bound 
with a tablespoonful each of flour and 
fat, the seasonings will vary to suit 
the taste. 
A larger proportion of 


flour and fat is used in some recipe's; 
but that, too, is a matter of taste. 


Cream of Celery Soup. 


This is a soup rather too expensive 


for the average housewife. Take one- 
fourth of a cupful of butter and one- 
fourth of a cupful Of flour (four table- 
spoonfuls), cook until well blended, 
then add two cupfuls of cold milk 
and cook until thick. 
Cook a large 


bunch of celery, cut fine, in boiling 
water until tender, then rub through 
a sieve, saving the liquid and pulp, 
using two cupfuls. Add the thickened 
milk, season with salt and white pep- 
per, and if too thick add more milk. 


For clam soup use the above recipe, 


adding in place of the celery two cup- 
fuls of niinced clams, with the liquor. 


Cream of Tomato Soup. 


Scald a quart of milk with n slice of 


onion, remove and thicken with four 
tablespoonfuls of flour diluted with 
cold miHv until thin enough to pour. 
Cook twenty minutes, stirring con- 
stantly at first. Cook two cupluls of 
tomatoes with two teaspoon! uls of 
sugar; add a fourth of a teaspoonful 
of soda and rub through a sieve after 
cooking 15 minutes; combine mixtures 
and strain into a tin eon over a third 
of a cupful ol butter, a toaspoonful of 
salt and pepper to taste. 


Veal and Sago Soup. 


Tako 2^' pounds of veal 
finelv 


chopped, cover with three quarts of 
water and simmer for two hours. 
Strain and reheat. 
Soak ono-fouilh 


of a pound or sago a half hour in wa- 
ter to cover, add to the stock and cook 
a half-hour, then add two cupluls of 
scalded milk and pour tho mixture 
slowly over four oirg yolks sli!jht!v 
beaten. Season with salt and popper. 
rJ Ins is a soup especially delicious; as 
it is made of stock it is not a regular 
cream soup, but is very nourishing. 
Good to give an invalid who needs 
sustaining food.

of Food; Government Has 


Plan to Destroy Rodents 


It frequently happens that losses of 


young chickens attributed to the depre- 
dations of lm\\ks and to other causes 
are due to rats. Thorp is no more de- 
strucluo pest about the poultry yard 
than those. Coming like the thief in 
the night and usually leaving no visi- 
ble marks of their ravages, they es- 
cape, in largo measure, the relentless 
hunting down that they deserve. 
IS'ot 


only are they doslruf live to young 
chickens, but they prey upon the egg 
.supply throughout the year. 


The United States department of 


agriculture point« out that anyone, by 
care and industry, may free his own 
promises of these rodents, but that he 
is helpless to prevent an early recur- 
rence of the trouble unless he can se- 
cure the active co-operation of his 
neighbois. 
The 
department 
urges, 


there! 010, that wherever possible the 
destruction of these pests be a commu- 
nity undertaking. 


The same effort, it is pointed out, 


that is made by individuals working 
independently, if organized on a com- 
munity basis would be many times 
more eftective. 
The department has 


w orked out and tested definite plans 
for the destruction of rats, in common 
with other rodents, and information 
concerning the matter can be had by 
writing the department. 


Little Housing Is Needed 


For the Raising of Sheep; 


Fenced Pastures Important 


Equipment for raising sheep on 


farms need not be expensive. 
In 


mild latitudes, writes an expert, little 
housing is needed, and the main need 
is for fencing and pastures of suffi- 
cient number and size to allow fre- 
quent changing of flocks to 
fresh 


ground to insure health. Where win- 
ters are longer and more severe build- 
ings and sheds are necessary to fur- 
nish protection from storms, though 
flo special provisions are needed for 
warmth. 
Dryness, good 
ventilation 


and freedom from drafts are the first 
requisites of buildings for sheep. Con- 
venience in feeding and shepherding 
must also be held in mind in locating 
and planning such buildings or sheds. 


Small flocks can be cared for in sec- 


tions of barns having stabling or feed 
storage for other stock, but with a 
flock of, say, 100 ewes separate build- 
ings are desirable. 
The interior ar- 


rangement of these buildings should 
be such as to require a minimum of 
labor and the least possible moving of 
the ewes in doing the feeding and car- 
ing for them during the lambing sea- 
son. 
A building of this type can also 


be utilized for fattening purchased 
lambs to be disposed of before lamb- 
ing bogins in the regular farm flock, 
A good supply of feed racks, grain 
troughs, etc., can be provided at small 
expense and will stive labor and pre- 
vent wa.ste of feed.

!>f their living from waste that other­ 
wise would never become of any value. 
They will feed themselves to an ex­ 
tent from grass, weeds, Insects and 
crumbs and small scraps that if not 
eaten by chickens would not become 
of food value to man. 
They wiU cat 
the eggs and larvae from which coiiig 
various destructive insects, particu­ 
larly orchard pests. In some orchards 
where chickens range the brown-tail 
;noth has almost disappeared, while 
near-by orchards where chickens do 
jot run are damaged by the pest. 
Most of the attention required by 
farm flocks can be given by the worn- 
in and children of the household. The 
question of labor is not a puzzling and 
uncertain problom in the poultry pro­ 
fu sio n program.

Some Cream Soups. 
•A cream soup Is* sufficiently sus­ 
taining for a large part of the meal. 
All cream soups have for a foundation 
the binding and milk w hich gives them 
their food value. 
A cupful of vege­ 
table pulp to a pint of milk bound 
with a tablespoonful each of ilour and 
fat, the seasonings will vary to suit 
the taste. 
A larger 
proportion of 
ilour and fat is used in some recipes; 
but that, too, is a m atter of taste. 


Cream of Celery Soup. 
Tills Is a soup rather too expensive 
for the average housewife. Take one- 
fourth of a cupful of butter and one- 
fourth of a cupful Of flour (four table­ 
spoonfuls), cook until well blended, 
then add two cupfuls of cold milk 
and cook until thick. 
Cook a large 
bunch of celery, cut fine, in boiling 
water until tender, then rub through 
a sieve, saving the liquid and pulp, 
using two cupfuls. Add the thickened 
milk, season with salt and white pep­ 
per, and If too thick add more milk. 
For clam soup use the above recipe, 
adding In place of the celery two cup­ 
fuls of minced clams, with the liquor. 


Cream of Tomato Soup. 
Scald a quart of milk with a slice of 
onion, remove and thicken with four 
tablespoonfuls of ilour diluted with 
cold mlNc until thin enough to pour. 
Cook twenty minutes, stirring con­ 
stantly at first. 
Cook two cupfuls of 
tomatoes with two teaspoonfuls of 
sugar; add a fourth of a teaspoonful 
of soda and rub through a sieve after 
cooking 15 minutes; combine mixtures 
and strain into a tureen over a third 
of a cupful of butter, a teaspoonful of 
salt and pepper to taste, 


Veal and Sago Soup. 
Take 2% 
pounds of veal 
finely 
chopped, cover with three quarts of 
water and simmer for two hours. 
Strain and reheat. 
Soak one-fourth 
of a pound or sago a half hour in wa­ 
ter to cover, add to the stock and cook 
a half-hour, then add two cupfuls of 
scalded milk and pour the mixture 
slowly over four egg yolks slightly 
beaten, 
Season with salt and pepper. 


Rats Oestroy Quantities 
’* of Food; Government Hal 
Plan to Destroy Rodents 
'■1 " ■ it 
It frequently happens that losses of 
young chickens attributed to the depre­ 
dations of hawks and to other causes 
are duo to rats. There is no more de­ 
structive post about the poultry yard 
than those. 
Coming like the thief In 
the night and usually leaving 110 visi­ 
ble marks of their ravages, they es­ 
cape, in largo measure, the relentless 
hunting down that they deserve. 
Not 
only arc they destructive to young 
chickens, but they prey upon the egg 
supply throughout the year. 
The United States department of 
agriculture points out that anyone, by 
care and industry, may free his own 
promises of these rodents, but that he 
is helpless to prevent an early recur­ 
rence of the trouble unless he can se­ 
cure the active co-operation of his 
neighbors. 
The 
department 
urges,* 
therefore, that wherever possible the 
destruction of these pests be a commu­ 
nity undertaking. 
The same effort, It is pointed out, 
that is made by individuals working 
independently, if organized on a com­ 
munity basis would be many times 
more effective. 
The department has 
worked out and tested definite plans 
for the destruction of rats, in common 
with other rodents, and Information 
concerning the m atter can be had by 
writing the department.

Equipment for 
raising 
sheep 
on 
farm s need not be expensive. 
In 
mild latitudes, writes an expert, little 
housing is needed, and the main need 
is for fencing and pastures of suffi­ 
cient number and size to allow fre­ 
quent changing of flocks to fresh 
ground to insure health. 
Where win­ 
ters are longer and more severe build­ 
ings and sheds are necessary to fur­ 
nish protection from storms, though 
no special provisions are needed for 
warmth. 
Dryness, good ventilation 
and freedom from drafts are the first 
requisites of buildings for sheep. Con­ 
venience in feeding and shepherding 
must also be held in mind in locating 
and planning such buildings or sheds. 
Small flocks can be cared for In sec­ 
tions of barns having stabling or feed 
storage for other stock, but with a 
flock of, say, 100 ewes separate build­ 
ings are desirable. 
The interior ar­ 
rangement of these buildings should 
be such as to require a minimum of 
labor and the least possible moving of 
the ewes in doing the feeding and car­ 
ing for them during the lambing sea­ 
son. A building of this type can also 
be utilized for fattening purchased 
Iambs to be disposed of before lamb­ 
ing begins in the regular farm flock. 
A good supply of fe^d racks, grain 
troughs, etc., can be provided at small 
expense and will sfive labor and pre­ 
vent waste of feed.

Naturally, it will be some time before 
the allies can reap the full benefits of 
the Bulgarian surrender in theovay of 
cutting across Mhe “corridor to Bag­ 
dad” and isolating Turkey. Meanwhile 
they con tin ui'd the task of driving the 
Austrians and Germans out of Serbia, 
It was said a large number of Ger­ 
man troops were sent to Sofia to try 
to force Bulgaria to retract her ac­ 
tion, but these, if there, more likely 
are to be used in defending the com­ 
munication with Constantinople. When 
the French, Serbians, Greeks and Ital­ 
ians have advanced far enough to the 
northward they probably will be Joined 
by great numbers of Southern Slavs 
and men of other races who have long 
waited for the chance to revolt against 
Austria. The way will then be open 
for an attack on the dual kingdom 
from the south.

The state department at Washington 
was informed of a big uprising of the 
Ukrainians against the Germans, in 
the course of which the Huns lost 1,50(1 
men and were forced to evaluate two 
cities. This news, together with the 
knowledge that Roumania wits about 
ready to re-enter the war 011 the side 
of the allies, was considered of great 
militM'y importance. A large part of 
the population of Roumania, led by the 
queen, has consistently refused to ree- 
<*;.nize the treaty of Bucharest by 
which their country was robbed by the* 
Huns. If they get into action again, 
the plight of Austria will be indeed/ 
most distressing—to Austria.

The apparent determination of tho 
Germans to destroy utterly every city 
in France and Belgium that they are 
compelled to relinquish has given rise 
to a general demand that the alljed 
governments shall warn the Huns that 
for every place wantonly destroyed a 
city or town in Germany will be laid 
in ruins by them later on. That is the 
only kind of argument the German can 
understand. Secretary Lansing recog­ 
nized this when, J11 response to the 
threat of the Germans to treat as a 
murderer evecy American 
captured 
with a shotgun in his possession, he 
told thein that reprisals for such ac­ 
tio n would be thorough and effective. 
The Britifch air bombers, by their re­ 
prisal raids on German cities, have 
nearly put a stop to the air raids of 
the Huns on undefended places. They 
still attack Red Cross hospitals, and 
for such brutality the allies can make 
110 reprisal in kind.

side. 
In the midst of it all Wallace 
had rallied some men of his own troop 
and led them forward; he plunged into 
the patch of scrub-covered jungle, and 
found that lie was alone. 
In front of him was a small clearing^ 
made by some Cuban squatter in the 
preceding year and abandoned after 
the reaping. It contained the ruin of 
a palm shack, and the furrows scraped 
by a primitive plow were only just dis­ 
cernible amid the rank growth that 
had sprung up. The lieutenant stop­ 
ped and shouted, expecting to see his 
men come running through the trees. 
But none appeared, and it was at 
this moment that the bullet that had 
beon stamped with his name, accord­ 
ing to the soldier’s superstition, found 
him.

A little blood was 
running down his sleeve, but the 
wound seemed trivial.

He shouted once or twice more, but 
nobody answered him, and the battle 
seemed to be drifting in another direc­ 
tion. Wallace imagined that his troop 
lmd advanced around the jjutch of 
scrub, in which case he was not likely 
to establish touch with them again till 
nightfall.

In the S. O. S. Sector, Franco.—The 
matter of feeding the army in France 
is an epic story. It Is truly of heroic 
proportions. 
Just now it requires about 1,500,000 
pounds of refrigerated and fresh beef 
to feed the army In France each day, 
besides the hundreds of thousands of 
pounds of bacon, mutton, ham, corned 
beef, canned salmon, and dried and 
pickled meats and fish. More than 200,- 
000 cans of tomatoes, corn and peas 
help to make up one day’s rations. 
Something like 230,000 cans of jam, 
8,000 cans of peaches, 5,000 jars of 
pickles, 3,000 bottles of catsup, car- 
loads of canned lobster nnd other sea 
foods, more than 2,000 boxes o't choco­ 
late, fresh white bread made of Amer­ 
ican flour and all the boys want, even 
the good old corn bread served hot, be­ 
sides the immense quantities of pota­ 
toes, beans, prunes, coffee, sugar, milk, 
pepper, salt, vinegar, cinnamon, sirup, 
and about everything found in a well- 
stocked farmer’s pantry in the United 
States are laid before the American 
army In France every day—and It Is 
all there right on the dot. 
Works Like a Machine. 
It is there in every section of France, 
from Soissons and Toul to Marseilles 
and from the Swlss border to the Bay 
of Biscay. All France Is a great in­ 
dustrial place nnd there is hardly a 
spot in the whole country, including 
the sections under heavy shell fire, 
where the S. O. S. is not standing at 
attention when the dinner bell rings. 
Meantime, men and munitions, and 
all manner of supplies are, moving up 
to the front continuously, and the 
fighters are coming back for a little 
rest. The machinery works smoothly 
—and efficiently. There are side lines 
of groat interest. One of these Is the 
traveling bathroom. An outfit that re­ 
quires only three trucks is now sent up 
to the lines to greet the boys as they 
come out of the trenches and give 
them a fine scrubbing. 
Each outfit 
1 w 111 wash 500 boys an hour. 
[Meantime the S. O. S. is filling orders 
from the front. It may be a few thou­ 
sand infantry, an artillery regiment 
or several such regiments, machine 
gun companies, and so on through the 
list. They are delivered immediately. 
The wounded have to be brought 
back to tho hospitals. The trains and 
ambulances are ready and they move 
like clockwork—except that getting 
back from the first-aid stations at times 
Is not quite as slow as a clock. The 
wounded are sent to all corners of 
France and the big machine works on 
almost faultlessly. 
Whole armies of the mobile sections 
now are transported quickly from sec­ 
tor to sector. It is up to the S. O. S. 
to see that all this equipment is pro­ 
vided. 
Salvage Work Important. 
The S. O. S. besides doing an enor­ 
mous business in the manufacturing 
line, conducts a large salvage plant, or 
plants, Into which flows a steady 
stream of battlefield wreckage. In the 
clothing branch of the work alone they 
are saving the taxpayers back home 
$3,500,000 a month. 
More ,important 
than the money saving is the saving of 
tonnage. 
At one station mammoth American 
/ocomotives are assembled “while you 
wait.“ Six of these leviathans are put 
together every day and are doing their 
bit the next day. 
It was found advisable to operate a 
special train for American military 
men between two widely separated 
points in France. As soon as the neces­ 
sity presented itself the train was in­ 
stalled, 
It is called the “American 
Special,“ It is manned by Pullman car 
porters—negro boys who have had 
long training on the de luxe trains back 
home. They are rated as first class 
wagon men here. American railway 
conductors have been assigned to this 
train, or trains, one running each way 
every 24 hours, 
Of one thing the mothers back home 
may be thoroughly assured, and that is 
that not one of their boys wants for a 
single thing in the way of subsistence 
and medical and surgical attention. No 
army ever took the field better pro­ 
vided. And while the appreciations are 
being passed around it is not out of 
place to observe that the subsistence 
division of tho war department at 
Washington is entitled to a decoration 
for the efficiency it has achieved.

To supply 
such a body of men from a base 4,000 
miles away, to organize them, to fight 
’em, and to fight ’em as well as the 
best soldiers in Europe today—Is the 
greatest military accomplishment of 
all times. 
“So far as my end of it is concerned 
it is all a matter of team work. The 
work is that of the bureau chiefs. 
You might compare me to the quarter­ 
back of the team. I give the signals 
and pass the ball, but they really do 
the work, and they have done It ex­ 
ceedingly well. We are way ahead on 
our program. 
We supply twice as 
many men in France as the most 
optimistic of us had expected. 
And 
at the present rate it will not be long 
before we will be supplying In France 
an army four times as large as that 
we had originally contemplated. 
“As to the character of the work, 
we have had to build and repair rail­ 
roads. We have built permanent docks 
and wharves at the ports, and some 
of these ports are more prosperous 
now than they ever have been in 
their history. 
We have constructed 
aviation fields, repair shops, salvage 
plants, supply depots, hospitals, cold 
storage plants, water supply, etc. 
Rushing a New City. 
“It is rather difficult for one to 
visualize the proposition of going into 
an open field and constructing a 10,000 
bed hospital. 
It means in reality a 


city of 15,000 inhabitants, with all the 
necessary appliances In the way of 
water, sewerage, stores, fire protec­ 
tion, lighting system, etc. Imagine all 
the retail stores in Chicago consoli­ 
dated into one, and you get an idea 
of what it means when we say a depot 
containing ninety days* supply 
for 
1,000,000, 
Think of a cold storage 
plant where 20,000 head of cattle, or 
80,000 quarters of beef, can be pro- 
vlded for under one roof, 
“Of course, we only handle this end 
of It. Our job over here is to get 
the stuff off the ships, get it on the 
trains, and pass it on up to the front. 
It comes in a never-ending stream. 
The problem of the staff depart­ 
ments Is divided Into four grand groups 
—transportation, construction, supply, 
and hospitalization. 
“Under transportation,“ continued 
General Hagood, “we group ocean 
transport and inland waterways, all 
railways; including standard gauge 
and narrow gauge; all horse and mule 
transportation, including wagons and 
pack animals, and all forms of motor 
transportation. 
No possible form of 
transportation has been overlooked. 
“Under construction we have to con­ 
sider the building of railroads, the erec­ 
tion and assembling of cars and loco­ 
motives, 
the building of wharves, 
docks and storehouses; the construc­ 
tion and repair of barges and other 
vessels for use on the canals and navi­ 
gable streams, bridges, and, in fact, 
everything from the cutting of the tim­ 
ber in the forests to its final assem­ 
blage for practical use* 
Their Own Manufacturers. 
“Under supplies we include water, 
food, clothing, fuel, animals, forage, 
guns and ammunition, airplanes, etc. 
We have taken over a great many man­ 
ufactures. We make our own choco­ 
late, and manufacture hard bread, 
and a number of such commodities. 
There is one bakery in the center of 
France from which we send out ev­ 
ery day fresh bread for 500,000 men. 
“Under hospitalization we include 
receiving and caring for the sick and 
wounded evacuated from the front. 
“In order to decentralize this indus­ 
trial institution the zone of operations 
is divided into nine sections—the ad­ 
vance section In which the armies are 
actually engaged, the Intermediate sec­ 
tion, containing the great central por­ 
tion of France and seven base sections 
which, include the ports. 
“The whole thing Is like a great net­ 
work. 
General Pershing has placed 
the responsibility for its operation 
upon General Harbord, the command­ 
ing general of the S. O. S. I am his 
chief of staff. Associated with me are 
about 
fifty 
general 
staff 
officers, 
through whom all the activities of the 
S. O. S. are co-ordinated. The balance 
of the staff here consists of about 1,- 
000 officers and 2,000 enlisted men and 
clerks. 
‘/One of the most Important agencies 
we have is the general purchasing 
board, presided over by Col. Charles 
Gates Dawes, formerly of Chicago. 
This board Is charged with the pur­ 
chase of all supplies that are obtained 
in Europe, and also represents us in 
co-ordinating the supplies of the allies 
in such a way that there is no dupli­ 
cation among the great nations con­ 
cerned.

Work of S. 0. S. in1 France Ex- 


cels All History of Mil- 


itary Feats. 


QUICK SERVICE IS THE RULE 


Army Uses 1,500,000 Pounds of Refrig- 


erated and Fresh Beef Each Day 


—Immense Supplies Needed to 


Feed Yanks—Works Like 


a Machine.

Not the least serious of the problems 


confronting the war department was 
the question of distribution of sup- 
plies in France. A million men might 
be landed in French ports, together 
w ith the necessary equipment, but how 
under the heavens was this vast store- 
house to be transported to the interior 
and on up to the lines, with the mani- 
fold exactions that would have to be 
met in doing it speedily and orderly 
and w ith the French transportation 
facilities already groaning under the 
home load? The German staff agreed 
it could not be done. 


Right here seems a good place to 


Introduce Brig. Gen. Johnson Hagood. 
He is chief of staff of the S. O. S., 
lie has served in the war department 
with every chief of staff of the army 
since the general staff was created by 
congress. 
He is a native of South 


Carolina, a nephew of the late Brig. 
Gen. 
Johnson Ilagood of the Confed- 


erate army and one time governor of 
South Carolina. 


The present chief of staff attended 


the university of his home state from 
1SSS to 1891 and graduated from West 
Point in 1S9G. He has served as per- 
sonal aide to Generals Bell and Wood. 


General Ilagood is one of the young- 


er generals of the army. He is small 
of stature, quick of action, and a hu- 
man dynamo. His mind works like 
chain lightning. 


"How did you do it?" I asked him. 
A nicker of a smile flitted across the 


face of the West Pointer. 


"Well, we had to do it—and we did 


it. That's all. 


It was a mere statement of fact. 


There was no philosophy to it. Just 
had to be done, and—was done! 


"It would be Impossible for me to 


tell you how this plan has been worked 
out," he added. "Moreover, I am not 
permitted to give out interviews to 
newspaper men. But in this case I 
understand you have been authorized 
by General Pershing's headquarters to 
get an Interview from me, so I will 
try to tell you something about It. 


Undeceiving Themselves. 


"In the first place, it is the biggest 


military undertaking in the history 
of the world. 
No military authority 


ever laid so bold a plan on this earth; 
nothing that Alexander the Great, 
Julius 
Caesar 
or 
Napoleon 
ever 


planned compares with it in scope o? 
daring. The Germans laughed at us 
when we proposed it, and even those 
of us of the old army who sat around 
the war college wondering what we 
would do in a great war, 
never 


dreamed the United States, the most 
unmilitary nation on earth, could put 
4,000,000 men in France. To supply 
such a body of men from a base 4,000 
miles away, to organize them, to fight 
'em, and to fight 'em as well as the 
best soldiers in Europe today—is the 
greatest military accomplishment of 
all times. 


"So far as my end of it is concerned 


it is all a matter of team work. The 
w ork is that of the bureau chiefs. 
You might compare me to the quarter- 
back of the team. I give the signals 
and pass the ball, but they really do 
the w ork, and they have done it ex- 
ceedingly w ell. We are way ahead on 
our program 
We supply twice as 


many men in France as the most 
optimistic of us had expected. And 
at the present rate it will not be long 
before we will be supplying in France 
an army four times as large as that 
w e had originally contemplated. 


"As to the character of the work, 


we have had to build and repair rail- 
roads. We have built permanent docks 
and wharves at the ports, and some 
of these ports are more prosperous 
now than they ever have been in 
their history. 
We have constructed 


aviation fields, repair shops, salvage 
plants, supply depots, hospitals, cold 
stoiage plants, water supply, etc. 


Rushing a New City. 


"It is rather difficult for one to 


visualize the proposition of going into 
an open field and constructing a 10,000 
bed hospital. It means in reality a

In the S. O. S. Sector, France.—The 


matter of feeding the army In France 
Is an epic story. It is truly of heroic 
proportions. 


Just now It requires about 1,500,000 


pounds of refrigerated and fresh beef 
to feed the army In France each day, 
besides the hundreds of thousands of 
pounds of bacon, mutton, ham, corned 
beef, canned salmon, and dried and 
pickled meats and fish. More than 200,- 
000 cans of tomatoes, corn and peas 
help to make up one day's rations. 


Something like 230,000 cans of jam, 


8,000 cans of peaches, 5,000 jars of 
pickles, 3,000 bottles of catsup, car- 
loads of canned lobster and other sea 
foods, more than 2,000 boxes o"£ choco- 
late, fresh white bread made of Amer- 
ican flour and all the boys want, even 
the good old corn bread served hot, be- 
sides the immense quantities of pota- 
toes, beans, prunes, coffee, sugar, milk, 
pepper, salt, vinegar, cinnamon, sirup, 
and about everything found in a well- 
stocked farmer's pantry in the United 
States are laid before the American 
army In France every day—and it is 
all there right on the dot. 


Works Like a Machine. 


It is there in every section of France, 


from Soissons and Toul to Marseilles 
and from the Sw!ss border to the Bay 
of Biscay. All France is a great in- 
dustrial place and there is hardly a 
spot in the whole country, including 
the sections under heavy shell fire, 
where the S. O. S. Is not standing at 
attention when the dinner bell rings. 


Meantime, men and munitions, and 


nil manner of supplies are moving up 
to the front continuously, and the 
fighters are coming back for a little 
rest. The r^achmery works smoothly 
—and efficiently. There are side lines 
of great Interest. One of these is the 
traveling bathroom. An outfit that re- 
quires only three trucks is now sent up 
to the lines to greet the boys as they 
come out of the trenches and give 
them a fine scrubbing. 
Each outfit 


will wash 500 boj'S an hour. 


Meantime the S. O. S. is filling orders 


from the front. It may be a few thou- 
sand infantry, an aitillcry regiment 
or several such regiments, machine 
srun companies, and so on through the 
list. They are delivered immediately. 


The wounded have to be brought 


back to the hospitals. The trains and 
ambulances are ready and they move 
like clockwork—except that getting 
back from the first-aid stations at times 
!s not quite as slow as a clock. The 
wounded are sent to all corners of 
France and the big machine works on 
almost faultlessly. 


Whole armies of the mobile sections 


now are transported quick!v from sec- 
tor to sector. It is up to the S. 0. S. 
to see that all this equipment is pro- 
vided. 


Salvage Work Important. 


The S O. S. besides doing an enor- 


mous business in the manufacturing 
line, conducts a large sal\age plant, or 
plants, into which flows a steady 
stream of battlefield wreckage. In the 
clothing branch of the work alone they 
are saving the taxpayers back home 
S°, 300,000 a month. More , important 
than the money saving is the saving of 
tonnage. 


At one station mammoth American 


(ocomotives aio assembled "while jou 
wait." Six of these leviathans are put 
together evorv day and are doing their 
bit the next rta.v. 


It was found advisable to operate a 


special train for American military 
men between two widelv separated 
points in France. As soon as the neces- 
sity presented itself the tram was in- 
stalled. 
It is called the "American 


Special." It Is manned bv Pullman car 
porteis—negro boys who have had 
long tialnmcr on the de luxe trains back 
home. They are rated as first class 
•wagon men here. American railway 
conduclois have been assigned to this 
daln, or trains, one running each way 
every 21 hours. 


Of one thing the mother? back home 


may be thoroughly assured, and that is 
that not one of their bovs wants for a 
single tiling In the way of subsistence 
and medical and surgical attention Xo 
army ev er took the field better pro- 
vided And while the appreciations are 
being passed around it is not out of 
place to observe that the subsistence 
division of the war department at 
Washington is entitled to a decoration 
for the efficiency it has achieved.

"Under transportation," continued 


General Hagood, "we group

transport and inland waterways, 
all 


railways1, including standard 
gauge 


and narrow gauge; all horse and mule 
transportation, including wagons and 
pack animals, and all forms of motor 
transportation. No possible form of 
transportation has been overlooked. 


"Under construction we have to con- 


sider the building of railroads, the erec- 
tion and assembling of cars and loco- 
motives, the building of 
wharves, 


docks and storehouses ; the construc- 
tion and repair of barges and other 
vessels for use on the canals and navi- 
gable streams, bridges, and, in fact, 
everything from the cutting of the tim- 
ber in the forests to its final assem- 
blage for practical use-. 


Their Own Manufacturers. 


"Under supplies we include water, 


food, clothing, fuel, animals, forage, 
guns and ammunition, airplanes, etc. 
We have taken over a great many man- 
ufactures. We make our own choco- 
late, and manufacture hard bread, 
and a number of such commodities. 
There is one bakery in the center of 
France from which we send out ev- 
ery day fresh bread for 500,000 men. 


"Under hospitalization we include 


receiving and caring for the sick and 
wounded evacuated from the front. 


"In order to decentralize this indus- 


trial institution the zone of operations 
is divided into nine sections — the ad- 
vance section in which the armies are 
actually engaged, the intermediate sec- 
tion, containing the great central por- 
tion of France and seven base sections 
whl oh includ" tbp ports. 


"The whole thing is like a great net- 


work. 
General Pershing has placed 


the responsibility for its operation 
upon Genei nl Harbord, the command- 
ing general of the S. O. S. I am his 
chief of staff. Associated with me are 
about 
fifty 
general 
staff 
officers, 


through whom all the activities of the 
S. O. S. are co-ordinated. The balance 
of the staff here consists of about 1,- 
000 officers and 2,000 enlisted men and 
clerks. 


"One 
of the most important agencies 


we have is the general purchasing 
board, presided over by Col. Charles 
Gates Dawes, formerly of Chicago. 
This board Is charged with the pur- 
chase of all supplies that are obtained 
in Europe, and also represents us in 
co-ordinating the supplies of the allies 
in such a way that there Is no dupli- 
cation among the great nations con- 
cerned.

TImt the following 
amendment to the Constitution of Penn- 
sylvania be, and the same Is hereby, pro- 
puscd, in accordance with the eighteenth

Section S. The debt of any 
county, 
city, borough, township, school district, 
or other municipality or incorporated dis- 
trict, except as provided herein, and in 
section fifteen of this article, shall never 
exceed seven 
(.7) per centum upon the 
assessed value of the taxable property 
therein, but the debt'of the,city of Phila- 
delphia may be increased in such amount 
that the, total city debt of said city shall 
not exceed ten per centum (10) upon the 
assessed value of the taxable property 
therein, nor shall any such municipality 
or district incur any new debt, or in- 
crease its indebtedness to an amount ex- 
ceeding two (2) per centum upon such 
assessed valuation of property, without 
the consent of the electors thereof at a 
public election in such manner as shall 
be provided by law. In ascertaining the 
borrowing capacity of the city of Phila- 
delphia, at any time, there shall be de- 
ducted from such debt so much of the 
debt of said city as shall have been in- 
curred, or is about to be incurred, and 
the proceeds thereof expended, or about 
to be expended upon any public improve- 
ment, or in the construction, purchase, 
or condemnation of any public utility, or 
part thereof, or facility therefor, if such 
public, improvement or public utility, or 
part thereof, whether separately or in 
connection with any other public im- 
provement or public utility, or part there- 
of, may reasonably be expected to yield 
revenue In excess of operating expenses 
sufficient to pay the interest and sinking 
fund charges thereon.

Grape Sherbet.—Crush arid squeeze

sirup into the jolks, add the grated 
rind and juice of half a lemon, then 
fold in a half cupful of potato flour 
and the stilily beaten egg whites. Bake 
in a tube pan 50 minutes. 


Oatmeal Fruit Macaroons.—Beat to- 


gether oue-lyilf cupful of sugar, one- 
quarter cupful of corn sirup, one table- 
spoonful of melted shortening with two 
beaten eggs.

cupfuls of rolled oats, a half teaspoon- 
ful of salt and one-half cupful of dates 
or rai&ins.

In solving 
farm-labor 
difficulties, 


more horses, larger implements and 
power machinery play an important 
part. 
If two horses, which have been 


driven singly by two men, are com- 
bine^ into a team driven by one man, 
the efficiency of the horses is as great 
or greater than before, and one man's 
time Is saved. 
The two-horse turning 


plow is in comomn use in all parts of 
the countiy but except on small farms 
It nearly nlv\ uvs \\ ill be profitable to re- 
place the two-horse plow by a larger 
one. 
Four horses cnn pull a two-bot- 


tom plow as easily as two can pull a 
single bottom ot corresponding size. 
The two-bottom plow enables a farm- 
er to do what is generally the heav- 
iest work of the year with half the 
help that would be required if single- 
bottom plows were used. In hot weath- 
er or where the plowing is hard, five 
or even six horses will sometimes be 
necessary to keep the plow moving 
steadily and at a good rate of speed. 


Plowing With Tractors. 


Experienced tractor users say they 


can do just as good plowing with a 
tractor a« they did 
Y\ ith horses, or 


even better, and u three or four-plow 
tractor enables a farmer who has more 
plowing than can be done with the 
largest horse-drawn plow further to 
Increase the amount of work which 
one man can do. One man with a three- 
plow tractor usually covers a little 
more ground a day than three men 
with single plows, and one man with a

Usually 
it is wise to have 
two cans or jars of 


each kind and be sure that they are 
replaced in the next regular order for 
groceries, as company ib often like ca- 
laihity—it travels in threes. 


Condensed milk should be provided 


in large quantities, for often it is 
needed in mor° Irian one dish. 


Canned soups, two of each of jour 


favorite kinds'; fish^ dried beef, ba- 
con, 
lamb or ox tongue, cheese of va- 


rious kinds, corn, spinach, lima beans, 
and string beans, tomatoes, asparagus, 
pimentoes, olives, nuts, canned fruit, 
peanut butter, grape juice, salnd dress- 
ing, choice raisins and a box of marsh- 
mallows. Crackers, macaroni, cookies 
and fruit cake are all good things 
which will be found most useful in 
preparing a quick or unexpected meal. 


Lot us see what can be done with 


some of these for a good and substan- 
tial meal. 
It is wise to have at hand 


several well planned menus, with the 
recipes ready in case one's wits leave 
one in a sudden emergency. 


The fish or shell fish may be used as 


an escalloped dish or as a salad, the 
green vegetables served hot with any 
desired sauce. Bread, rolls or hot bis- 
cuit with tea, coffee or cocoa with a 
simple dessert of fruit wyi make a 
most satisfying meal. 


Bean Salad.—Open a can of tender 


green peas and add one small shred- 
ded onion. Fry until crisp and brown 
a few slices of bacon cut in strips, 
pour over the beans, season well, and 
then add sufficient boiled vinegar to 
make a good snappy salad. Serve this 
with sliced tongue or fish croquettes. 


Corn Pudding.—Beat the yolks of 


two eggs, add a 'cupful of milk, a tea- 
spoonful of salt, a pinch of mustard 
and red pepper, a can of grated corn 
nnd two teaspoonfuls of sweet fat. Mix 
well then fold In the beaten whites of 
the eggs and bake in a moderate oven 
a half hour.

many parts of the northern states last 
spring emphasizes the importance of 
being prepared next year. Preparation

of Selecting See3—The Men Are

should begin now, for the only proper 
«vay to select seed corn is from the 
standing stalks as soon as the corn 
matures and before the first hard 
freeze. 
Select

supply your less thrifty neighbors 
svho may wait until spring to take their 
:hances of getting good seed from the 
:rib. Well-chosen, home-grown seed of 
varieties of proven worth in the com- 
munity, properly dried immediately af- 
ter it has b«en gathered and carefully 
preserved until planting time, produces 
the best yields. 


A» soon as the crop ripens, go 


through the field -with seed-picking 
bags, and husk the ears from the stalks 
that have produced the best corn with- 
out having had special advantages such 
•• space, moiature, or fertility. Avoid 


four-plow tractor does more than two 
men with 
two-bottom 
horse-drawn 


plows. 
The tractor works just as 


well in hot weather, anct If desired can 
be worked 24 hours a day with two 
or three shifts of men—a big advan- 
tage over horse-drawn outfits. 


The spike-tooth harrow Is an Imple- 


ment of comparatively light draft, and 
sometimes it Is possible to put an ex- 
tra section on the average harrow, 
thereby Increasing considerably tho 
ground covered without the addition 
of any horses to the team. 
On farms 


where twTo two-horse harrows are used 
it Is frequently possible to combine the 
two harrows, hitch the four horses as 
one team, and operate it with one man, 
thereby releasing the second man for 
other work. 


Use of Disk Harrow. 


The disk harrow, both single and 


double, is found in a wide range of 
widths, and for from two to eight 
horses. 
The use of a disk harrow 


drawn by two horses is not advisable 
unless only two horses are available 
for power and the amount of disking 
to be done is small. A four-horse disk 
does twice as much work as a two- 
horse disk, without the same expendi- 
ture of man labor. 


The use of a gang plowr drawn by 


four or more horses, and of big im- 
plements for harrowing, rolling and 
dragging, enables one man to prepare 
fo» planting in a given time practically 
twice as much land as would be possi- 
ble if he used the traditional two- 
horse method. 


the large ears on stalks standing singly 
•n ith an 
unusual amount of space 


around them. 
Preference should be 


given the plants that have produced 
most heavily in competition with a full 
stand of less productive plants. Late- 
maturing plants with ears which are 
heavy because of an excessive amount 
of sap should be ignored. Sappmess 
gieatly increases the weight and Is 
likely to destroy the quality. 


In the central and southern states, 


all other things being equal, short, thick 
stalks are preferable. Short stalks are 
not so easily blown down and permit 
thicker planting. Thick stalks are not 
so easily broken, down, and in general 
are more productive than slender ones. 
The tendencj" for corn to produce suck- 
ers is hereditary. 
Other things being 


equal, seed should be taken from stalks 
that have no suckers. 


Immediately after the seed corn la 


gathered 
the husked ears should be 


put in a dry place where there is free 
circulation of air and placed in such 
a manner that the ears do not touch 
eath other. This is the only safe pro- 
cedure. 
Good 
seed 
Is 
repeatedly 


ruined because it is thought to be al- 
ready 
dry 
enough when 
gathered. 


Many farmers believe that their au- 
tumns are so dry that such care is un- 
necessnrv. Seed corn in every local- 
ity gathered at ripening time will be 
benefited by drying as suggested. If 
left in the husk long after ripening It 
may sprout or mildew during warm, 
wet weather or become infested with 
weevils. The vitality of seed is often 
r<A3uced by leaving it in a sack or in a 
pile for even a day after cathering. 
Dnring warm -noathor, with some mois- 
ture in tho cobs and ketnols, the. eara 
heat or mildew in a remark.ibly short 
time. 


The best possible treatment immedi- 


ately after gathering ist to string the 
ears. 
Ordinarily the best place to 


hang strings of ears is in an open shed 
or loft. Wire racks are more conven- 
ient and in the end cheaper than bind- 
er twine. 
Such racks may be made 


from electrically welded lawn fencing. 
The cutting of the fencing into seed- 
corn racks is d^ne without any waste. 


Only during unusually damp weath- 


er at seed-gathoring time will fire be 
necessary to dry the seed. If heat is 
employed In a poorly-ventilated room 
it will do the seed oars more injury than 
good. If used, the fire should be slow, 
long continued, and below tho soed 
ears, with good ventilation above them. 


After hanging in the shed or lying 


on the rar-k-s for two months the seed 
ears should be as dry as a bone and 
contaii; less than 1 per cent of mois- 
ture. They can remain whore they 
dried or be stored in mouse-proof bar- 
rels, boxes or crates during the win- 
ter, but in either case they must not 
be exposed to a damp atmosphere, for 
they will absorb moisture and be In- 
jured. Somo farmers place the thor- 
oughly dried soed onrs In the center 
of a wheat bin and fill the bin with 
loose, dry wheat.

Ill solving farm-labor difficulties, 
more horses, larger implements and 
power machinery play an Important 
part. 
If two horses, which have been 
driven singly by two men, are com­ 
bine^ Into a team driven by one man, 
the efficiency of the horses Is as great 
or greater than before, and one man*s 
time is saved. 
The two-horse turning 
plow is in comomn use in all parts of 
the country but except on small farms 
It nearly always will be profitable to re­ 
place the two-horse plow by a larger 
one. 
Four horses can pull a two-bot­ 
tom plow as easily as two can pull a 
single bottom of corresponding size. 
The two-bottom plow enables a farm­ 
er to do what Is generally the heav­ 
iest work of the year with half the 
help that would be required if single- 
bottom plows were used. In hot weath- 


f our‘plow tractor does more than two 
men with 
two-bottom 
horse-drawn 
plows. 
The tractor irorks Just as 
well in hot weather, and If desired can 
be worked 24 hours n day with two 
or three shifts of men—a big advan- 
tage over horse-drawn outfits. 
The splke-tooth harrow is an Imple­ 
ment of comparatively light draft, and 
sometimes It Is possible to put an ex­ 
tra section on the nverago harrow, 
thereby Increasing considerably thd 
grouud covered without the addition 
of any horses to tho team. 
On farms 
where two two-horse harrows are used 
It Is frequently possible to combine the 
two harrows, hitch the four horses as 
one team, and operate it with one man, 
thereby releasing the second man for 
other work.

Plowing With Tractors. 
Experienced tractor users say they 
can do just as good plowing with a 
tractor as they did with horses, or 
even better, and a three or four-plow 
tractor enables a farmer who has more 
plowing than can be done with the 
largest horse-drawn plow further to 
Increase the amount of work which 
one man can do. One man with n three- 
plow tractor usually covers a little 
more ground a day than three men 
with single plows, and one man with a i 


drawn by two horses is not advisable 
unless only two horses are available 
for power and the amount of disking 
to be done is small. 
A four-horse disk 
does twice as much work as a two- 
horse disk, without the same expendi­ 
ture of man labor. 
The use of a gang plow drawn by 
four or more horses, and of big im­ 
plements for harrowing, rolling and 
dragging, enables one man to prepare 
fot planting in a given time practically 
twice as much land as would be possi­ 
ble if he used the traditional two- 
horse method.

Fry until crisp and brown 
a few slices of bacon cut Jn strips, 
pour over the beans, season well, and 
then add sufficient boiled vinegar to 
make a good snappy salad. Serve this 
with sliced tongue or flsh croquettes. 
Corn Pudding.—Beat the yolks of 
two eggs, add a cupful of milk, a tea- 
spoonful of salt, a pinch of musturd 
and red pepper, a can of grated corn 
and two teaspoonfuls of sweet fut. Mir 
well then fold in the beaten whites of 
the eggs and t>ake iQ * moderate oven 
a hulf hour.

Selection of seed corn now from the 
standing stalks is one way, and afvery 
easy one, to increase the yields next 
year. Shortage of good seed corn in 
many parts of the northern states last 
spring emphasizes the importance of 
being prepared next year. Preparation

of Selecting Seed—The Men Are 
Searching for Plants That Have Pro­

:rib. Well-chosen, home-grown seed of 
varieties of proven worth in the com- 
Oiunity, properly dried immediately af­ 
ter it has b«eQ gathered and carefully 
preserved until planting time, produces 
tho best yields. 
Am soon as the crop ripens, go 
through tho field with seed-picking 
bag* and busk the ears from the stulks 
that have produced the best corn with­ 
out having had special advantages such 
M ityttce, luuUlure, or fertility. Avoid1 


the larse ears on stalks standing singly 
with an unusual amount of space 
around them. 
Preference should be 
given the plants that have produced 
most heavily in competition with a full 
stand of less productive plants. Late- 
maturing plants with ears which are 
heavy because of an excessive amount 
of sap should be ignored. Sappiness 
greatly increases tho weight and is 
likely to destroy the quality. 
In tho central and southern states, 
all other things being equal, short, thick 
stalks are preferable. Short stalks are 
not so easily blown down and permit 
thicker planting. Thick stalks are not 
so easily broken down, and in general 
are more productive than slender ones. 
The tendency for corn to produce suck­ 
ers is hereditary. Other things b6ing 
equal» seed should be taken from stalks 
that have no suckers. 
Immediately after the seed corn is 
gathered the husked ears should bo 
put in a dry place where there is freo 
circulation of air and placed in such 
a manner that the ears do not touch 
eath other. This is the only safe pro­ 
cedure. 
Good 
seed 
is 
repeatedly 
ruined because it Is thought to be al­ 
ready dry enough when gathered. 
Many farmers believe that their au­ 
tumns are so dry that such care is un­ 
necessary. Seed corn in every local- j 
ity gathered at ripening time will be | 
benefited by drying as suggested. If J 
left in the husk long after ripening it | 
may sprout or mildew during warm, 1 
wet weather or become infested with 
weevils. The vitality of seed is often j 
rAluced by leaving It in a sack or in a 
pile for even a day after gathering. 
During warm weather, with some mois­ 
ture in the cobs and kernels, the ears 
heat or mildew in a remarkably short ! 
time. 
I 
Tho best possible treatment immedi­ 
ately after gathering is to string the 
ears. 
Ordinarily tiie best place to 
hang strings of ears is in an open shed 
or loft. Wire racks are more conven- 1 
lent and in the end cheaper than bind* ‘ 
er twine. 
Such racks may be made ! 
from electrically welded lawn fencing, j 
The cutting of the fencing into seed- 
corn racks is d^ne without any waste, 
Only during unusually damp weath* 1 
er at seed-gathering time will fire be 1 
necessary to dry the seed. If heat is I 
employed in a poorly-ventilated room 
it will do the seed ears more injury than - 
good. If used, the fire should be slow, 1 
long continued, and below the seed 
ears, with good ventilation above them. 
After hanging in the shed or lying 
on the rack« for two months the seed 
ears should be as dry as a bone and 
contain less than 1 per cent of mois­ 
ture. They can remain where they 
dried or be stored in mouse-proof bar­ 
rels, boxes or crates during the win- 1 
ter, but Jn either case they must not j 
b» exposed to a damp atmosphere, for 
they will absorb moisture and be in­ 
jured. Some farmers place the thor­ 
oughly dried seed ears in the center 
of a wheat bin and fill the bin with 
loose, dry wheat.
